from the Vicsiduutof the United States, or by 
the authority of this Commonwealth, iueh olec- 
tors may exercise the right of suffrage in all 
elections by the citizens, under such regulations 
as are, or s'lall bo, prescribed by law, as fully 
aa if they were present at their utu.U place of 
election. 


There shall bs two addition U sections tc the 


'eleventh article of the Constitution, to be 


designated as sections eight, and nine, js jol- 
lotts: 


SECTION 8. No bill shall be passed by the 


Legislature, containing mou th.in one subject, 
which shall be clearly evinested 111 the title, 
except iipi'iopii.ition bills. 


SECTION !) fc'o bill shall be passed by the 


Legislature granting a;n puneis, or >>n\ leges 
in tiny ease, where the authority to aiant sTudi 
pouu-s, or piivile-es has been, or "m.iy liuie- 
Htter be, confeired upon the couits of this 
Common wealth.
